the body. 


.Stein said Wright was driving a

They de- 
cided that Eisenhower, who had 
accepted 
their invitation 
first, 


should speak Sept. 6. 


Meanwhile, Republican women 


leaders confer today with Eisen- 
hower to draft plans for a drive to 
woo the women's vote—a vote 
some believe could mean the mar- 
gin of victory in the presidential 
election. 


The general also planned meet- 


ings with a group from Louisiana; 
James A. Campbell, president of 
the American Federation of Gov- 
ernment Employes; and was set to 
make a recording which will be 
played to overseas troops just be- 
fore they cast absentee ballots. 


Stevenson, who will make a sim- 


ilar recording for overseas use, 
waa taking it easy today, enjoying 
a brief vacation at Minocqua, Wis.

The lists to be posted will be

by grocers. The QPS district of- 
fices will pick the items from the 
best-selling foods in their com- 
munities and their importance to 
the family budget. 


Fresh, frozen and canned fruits 


and vegetables will not be includ- 
ed. These items, making up an es- 
timated 20 per cent of'a family's 
food costs, were exempted by Con- 
gress July 1.

Not a Spectacle at Home Now, 
President Enjoys It This Way

^"ASHINGTON—(NEA)— Reporters and cameramen accompanying 


President Truman to-Missouri on his recent trip brought back 
stones of a vastly different operation, now that the man is to become 
an ex-President. 


At his arrivals and departures there were only meager handfuls of 


local politicians to greet him or say goodby. And his unexpected ap- 
pearances on the street attracted far less attention than they ever did 
before. 


The*>resldent Is reported liking it this way. He seems more relaxed 
and cheerful than he has been in a long time. 
• • • 


One important detail was overlooked in all the to-do about the dele- 


gation of eastern. Negro leaders going to Denver to tell General Eisen- 
hower they were for him. 


This significant but unmentioned fact is that five out of six members 


Of the delegation were life-long Republicans. So the visit to Denver 
amounted to no net change as an indicator of how Negroes will vote 
In November. 


"Oh, we wer« all Republicans," admitted Mrs. Ruth Mueller of 
Washington, executive director of the National Council of Negro 
Women, after her return. "My organization is non-partisan, but I've 
been a Republican all my life."• • • 


This will be the first year that South Carolina has a really secret 
presidential election. Formerly, separate ballots were printed by the 
two parties. When an individual showed up at the polls, he asked for 
the ballot of the party he intended to vote for. 


In 1948 this meant Indicating right out in public whether the vote 


would be for the Democratic, Republican or States' Rights (Dixiecrat) 
party. It gave watchers a sure check on how people were voting. 
PEARS that Congress would be asked for a whopping big, two or 


three-billion-dollar supplemental defense appropriation bill to eke

Congress also ordered increased pay for combat service retroactively 


This will cost $58 million for 1950, $79 million for 1951 and the same 
amount for 1952. Total, $236 million. Congress will be asked to provide 
the money for that. 


Also, about $300 million or $400 million will be asked for to cover 


the costs of the GI Bill of Rights, now applicable to Korea veterans 
But this total of around $600 million Is the only deficiency in sight now*

Humber Receiving 
lid in State Still 
Shows an Increase 


The number of persons receiving 
•ublic assistance in Pennsylvania 
onttnued to rise during the last 
talf of July as a net increase of 
3,234 persons boosted the total on 
he rolls to 262,657. The increase 
iras the net result of adding 20,- 
41 persons to the rolls and remov- 
ng only 7,707. 
The effects of the steel strike 
irere directly responsible for the 
ipward movement in the number 
>f assistance recipients. General 
Lssistance, the type of aid which 
irimarily reflects changes in em- 
iloyment conditions, accounted for 
he major portion of the increase, 
ising by 12,575 persons. Aid to 
>ependent Children increased by 
i73 persons, Aid to Disabled by 
15, and Blind Pensions by 53. Old- 
Lg« Assistance, on the other hand, 
lecreased by 182 persons. 
Although changes in the assist- 
nce rolls from the beginning of 
he strike to the end of July re- 
ulted in a net increase of nearly 
0,000 persons or approximately 
!%, the rise was not State-wide, 
>ut was confined to 25 counties, in 
aost of which steel and soft coal 
>roduction are the dominant in- 
lustries. Assistance rolls in these 
15 counties increased by 26,193 
wrsons, or 28.1%, during the past 
rwo months. In contrast, the rolls

Must Be Obtained 
To Exhibit Animals 


Harrisburg.—Livestock breeders 


who plan to exhibit animals at one 
or more of the 108 county and 
community fairs to be held this 
summer and fall in Pennsylvania 
are 
reminded that 
regulation 


health certificates must be ob- 
tained, showing that their animals 
meet minimum health require- 
ments. 


Dr. H. R. Milo, director of the 


Bureau of Animal Industry, State 
Department of Agriculture, de- 
clares these precautions are taken 
to prevent possible spread of com- 
municable diseases to other ani- 
mals. Fair officials should con- 
sult their local county agents who 
will advise them of 
standard 


equipments, he added. 


All entries in cattle shows must 


be accompanied by health certifi- 
cates issued by the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, the bureau head 
declared. These certificates indi- 
cate that the cattle are free from 
bovine tuberculosis, Brucellosis or 
a. similar ailment. Examinations 
are to be made by an accredited 
veterinarian within 60 days of the 
show. , 


Sheep, goats and horses exhib- 


ited at any fair or livestock show 
must be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate issued- by a 
veterinarian, 


showing that the animal has no 
evidence of a transmissible dis- 
ease. The same regulations apply 
to livestock exhibited at the Penn- 
sylvania Farm Show except that 
hogs must be innoculated against 
hog cholera, Dr. Milo said. 


The minimum health rules and 


regulations for the showing or sale 
of cattle in Pennsylvania were 
written by the board of directors 
of the Pennsylvania 
Dairymen's 


Association in a joint session with 
representatives of the various beef 
and dairy cattle associations and 
approved by the Pennsylvania Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry.

Scores of other Klansmen face 


sentences of from one to two 
years. They grew out of the larg- 
est mass trials7in North Carolina 
history 
following 
a 
two-year 


reign of terror by Klansmen. 


In the last few years every 


South Atlantic state has had its 
Klan problem, although the Man- 
type violence has been confined 
to a few relatively small areas.« 


Georgia, where both the post- 


World War I and the post-World 
War H Klans were spawned atop 
Stone Mountain, was the first state 
where the current Klan became 
active immediately after the war. 
The movement therer however, 
has gradually been eliminated. 


In the summer of 1949 a wave 


of floggings, cross-burnings' and 
masked terrorism struck the area 
surrounding 
Birmingham, 
Ala. 


This was ended by a counter-wave 
of public indignation, wholesale 
arrests and quick passage of an 
anti-mask law by the Alabama 
legislature which was in session 
then. Since then 
three 
other 


Southern states—Florida, Georgia 
and South Carolina—have passed 
similar anti-Klan laws. 


The revived Klan was the same 


as its predecessors in that it was 
anti-Jew, anti-Catholic and anti- 
Negro. But victims of recent Klan 
violence had generally been white 
men and women whom the Klan 
accused of such things as immoral- 
ity, 
drinking, and "neglecting" 


their families. 


"The Klan activities In North 
Carolina centered largely in Co- 
lumbus county, a lumber and to- 
bacco-growing section. There were 
more than 100 arrests when 
crackdown finally came. 


the 


IMPERIAL WIZARD Thomas L. 
Hamilton got four-year sent- 
ence when law unheeded him. 


The first break came a few 


months ago when the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation rounded 
up a number of alleged Klans- 
men accused of taking a .white 
man and woman across the state 
line into South Carolina and flog- 
ging them. A few weeks later the 
Columbus county sheriff, aided 
by state agents, arrested a num- 
ber of other Klansmen in another 
flogging case. 


In the Federal case, tried at 


Wilmington, Judge Don Gillam 
sentenced six defendants to prison, 
put four others on probation and 
freed another. ' One, the "exalted 
cyclops" of a klavern and a town- 
ship constable at the same time, 
was sentenced to five years—to 
start at the end of a two-year 
sentence in an earlier state case. 


Later 
wholesale 
arrests, 
a 


round hundred, including Hamil- 
ton. North Carolina agents went 
across the state line to nab him on 
a conspiracy charge. Hamilton for 
the last few years has lived In 
Leesville, a small town between

The state of North Carolina 


charged that by his activities In 
Columbus county he set in mo- 
tion acts of violence and terror- 
ism. Hamilton surrendered and 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy in the 
flogging of a Negro woman. 


The 45-year-old Hamilton's so- 


called "Association of Carolinas 
Klans" first broke into the head- 
lines in 1950 when Klansmen 
raided a Negro night club near 
Myrtle Beach, S. C., adjacent to 
Columbus county. A gunfight en- 
sued and in the melee a Klans- 
man who wore his police uniform 
under his robe was fatally wound- 


ed and abandoned by his com- 
panions. , 


Klans demonstrations or cross- 


burnings staged by Hamilton have 
been frequent in various parts' of 
South Carolina in the last two 
years. 
Since the passage of an 


anti-mask law by the South Caro- 
lina legislature, however, these 
demonstrations have had to b« 
held" on private property with th« 
consent of the owner. 


The only other Southern state 


where there has been much Klan 
activity in recent months is Flor- 
ida, where the secret organization 
is headed by Bill Hendrix, whose 
organization has worked closely 
with Hamilton's.

The Internal Revenue collections 


of the Federal government from 
Pennsylvania 
industry and its 


citizens in the last fiscal year thus 
amounted to $3,886,470,430, an in- 
crease of 31.1% over the previous 
year. 


The Federal taxes 
collected 


from Pennsylvania citizens and 


business last year were greater 
than the total receipts'of the Unit- 
ed States from all states and all 
sources in any year up to 1920, or 
in 1932, 1933, 1934 or 1935.

1940 the total receipts of, the Fed- 
eral Treasury from personal and 
corporate income and profits taxea 
in all of the states*and territories 
was $2,125,000,000, one billion dol- 
lars less than the amount collected 
in Pennsylvania alone in 1951. 


Since payroll withholding taxes
